Theologiang and metaphysicians have found
the doetrine of redemption a fruitful theme for
discussion and halr-splitting. The ldeas in the
following curlous stanzag are probably new to
eome modern dogmatic cavillere on knotiy
points of religion. The lines are from the Cot-
ton MER,.:—

In an age of abject enperstition, when the alr
wans densely populated with spirits, when the
commonest oecurrences of every-day existence
were regarded as omens, and when lucky days
were absolute facts, it is but natural that greal
importance ehould be attached to the pariicular
day of the week on which Christmas happened.
Accordlogly, In the Harleian MSS. there Is a
doggerel poem containing o number of weather-
wise and personal predictionz of what shall
bappen during the subscquent years when the
festival falls on cerlain days. Here is the
prophecy, and a gloomy one it is: —

“YT Crystias day on the saterday falle,

Thal wynter ya 1o be dredden alle;

Hyt shall so full of grete tempeste,

That nyt shall sle bothe man and peste

Frulte and corne shall fayie grete wou,

Al olde folke dyen nany ofl.,

W hate woman that day of chylde travayle,

They ahall be borne 1 grete peretie;
And ehyldren that be born s that day,
Within halfe a year they siiall dye, par
The somer than shall wete ryghte ylie;
Y1 thou awghte stele, Wyt shol the spylie:;
‘Thon Jdyest vf sekenes tuke the,”

According to the same manuseripl there is
also a prophecy connected with the oecenrrence
of the day upon Bunday. This appliea directly
to the festival this year. The prophecy 18 nol
quite so bad as that [or Saturday, it velng
pecalinrly lucky in many particulars. The
weather-wige and the almapac-makers will do

The prophecy is evidently on the principle of
“'the better the day the better the deed.”

A bellef was long eurrent that at midnight on
Christmas eve eattle in their stalls fell down on
their knees in ndoration of their Infant Saviour
in the same manner as the legend reports them
to have done in the stable of Bethlchem. A
bard of the fifteenth coutury perpetrates an
amusing variation of the bellef fu the lollowing
unique gtanza: —

“In & cracche was that ehyida layda;

Poth oxe and asse wyth hym playde,
Wyth joye aud blisse;
Miserere nobis."”

A beautiful phase in popular superstition is
that which represents a complete prostration of
the powers of darkness as tuking place at this
senson. Chanticleer is then supposed to crow
all night long, and by his vigilance to scare
away all malignanl spirits. The idea is Incom-
parably expressed by Bhakaespeare, who puts it
in the mouth of “Mareellus': —

It raded at the crowing of the cock:

Some suy Lthat ever 'zainst Lt senson comes
Wherein our Baviours birth 18 celabratel,

The bird of dawning singeth all night long ;

And then they say no spirit can walk abroad,  eto,

Among the revels of the Clristmas season
were the so-called feasts of [ools and of asses,
grotesque saturnalia, which were somstimes
termed **December libertles,” In which every-
thing serious was burlesqued, inferiors personi-
fylng their superiors, great man becomlng fro-
lickome, and which illustrale the proneness of
man to occaslonally reverse the order ol soclety
nnd ridicule its decencies. In the Protestant
digtrict of Germany aud the north of Europe
Chrietmas js often called the “echildren's fes-
tival," and Christmag gye I8 devoted to
giving presents, and especially between parents
and cbhildren, aud brothers and slsters, by
means of the eo-called Cliristmas tree, A large
yew bongh is erected, lighted with tapers, and
Lung with anifold gifts, swectineats, apples,
nuls, playthivgs, sud ornsments, Fach of these
Is warked with the name of the persons for
whom 1t was Iotended, but not with the name
of the donor, aud wheu the whole fumily party
is assembled, the presents are distributed around
the room according to their labels, amid joyviul
ucclomations and congratulations A more
sober scene suceeeds, Tor the mother Lakes this
oceasion Lo Bay privately to the daughters, and
the fatbher to the sons, whal has been observed
most pralseworthy and what wmost faulty in
their conduct. Formerly, aud still in sowme
of thejsmaller villages ol North Germauy, the
presents made by all the parents were senl to
gome one person, wlhio, io bigh busking, o white
robe, n mask, and esormous lax wig, becoming
the bugbear of children konown as Kueohd Ru-
port, goes from house Lo house, is received by
the parents with greal pomp and reverence,
calls for the children, and bestows the intended
gift upon them aceording Lo the character which
he hears from the parents afier severe Ingui-
ries. A beautiful poem ol Hebel, Christ-Baum,
celebrates the German cercmonies on Chrisimas
eve. Itls anold Swedish tradition, preserved

In the history of Olaus, archibishop of Upsal,
that at the festival of Christmas the men liviog
in the cold northern parls are suddeanly and
sirangely metamorposed into wolves; and that
. & hoge multitnde of them meet togelher at an
appointed place during the pight, and rage
s0 Bereely sgalpel mapkind agd gllier crea-

turea not fierce by nature, that the inhabi-
tanis of that country snffer more from their
attacks than ever they do from natural wolves,
Christmas has always been at once a religious,
domestic, and merry-making festival in Eng-
land, equally for every rank and age. The
revels used to begin on Christinas eve, and con-
tinued oflten till Candlemas (February 2), every
doy being a holiday till Twelfth-night (January
6). In the houses of the nobles a “lord of mis-
rule,” or ‘‘abbot ol unreagon,” was appointed,
whose offlce was to “‘make the rarest pastimes,
to delight the beholder,” and whose dominion
lasted from ‘‘All-hollow eve™ (October 81) il
Candlemas day. The larder was filled wlith
capong, hens, turkeys, geese, ducks, beel, mul-
ton, pork, ples, puddings, nuts, plams, sugar,
and honey. The Italinng have the following
proverb:—*'Ie has more business than English
ovensat Christmas."” The tensnts were enter-
tained ot the hall, and the lord of the manor
and his famlly encourgedevery art conduclve to
mirth.

The following selection and what follows it
in the original, from Scott’'s “Marmion,” gives
the Christmas eve picture exactly: —

“On Christmas-eve the bells were rung ;
On Christmaseve the mass was sung;
That only night, In all the year, P

Saw the stoled priest thechalice bear,
Then opened wide the bifton's hall

T'o vassal, tenant, serf, and all;

Power lald his rod of rale aside,

And ceremony doffed his pride.

The helr, with roses in his shoes,

That night might village partner clioose,
All hatled, with uncontrolled delight

And gencral volee, the happy night

That to the eottage, s the crown,

Brooght tidiogs of salvation down.
Fagland was merry Englunid when

0l Christmas bronght 8 8ports again,
“T'was Christmas hroach'd the mightiest ale ;
“T'was Christmas told the merriest tale;

A Christmas gambol oft would cheer

A poor man’s heart throngh half the year."”

Many o! the Christinas customs had ther
urigin far beyond the time when Juling Cweaar
had set his foot in Britain, or 8t. Augastine had
preached Christianity to the men of Kent. They
are simply Christian  teachings grafted on
heathen rites. No festival i3 more amalgamated
in this way than Cbhristinas, the festivities of
which, orlginally derived from the Roman Satur-
pnalin, were afterwards intermingled with the
ceremonies of the Drulds, and, subsequently,
with the grim mythology of the Saxons and
Normaoe. The quaint old carols illustrate these
facts admirably, and at the same time show the
joyous character of the festival, as well ns the
peculiarly perveried picty which surrounded it
in remote nges.

It was the practice of our ancestors to lay
agide the charred remains of the Yule log where-
with to kindle its succeszor. "The preservation
of last year's Chrlstmas log was, In their belief,
o most effectual security to the house against
fire. Further, it was regarded a8 o slgn of
luek if o squinting person entered the hall when
the o was burning: and a similarly evil omen
was exhibited in the arrival of a barefooted
person; but the direst ealomities of all certainly
followed if a llat-footed woman made her ap-
pearance.

The common custom of deckiog the houses
and churches ot Christmns with evergreenas s
derived from anecient Druld practices. It was
an old beilef that sylvan spirits might tlock to
anel  remain unanlpped by frost
till the milder scason. The holly, ivy, rosemary,
bays, lnurel, and mistletoe furoished the favor-
ite trimmings, which were not removed till
Candlemns., Chaplets of these were also worn
about the head, a practice to which the phrase
to “Kisg under the ros¢,” o “whisper under
the mistletoe,” are allugions, In old church
enlenders Christmas eve i3 marked Zompla
erornanfur (adorn the temples). Holly and
vy still remain in England this most esteemed
Christmas evergreen, though at the two univer-
sities of the college chapels are decked with
laurel.

It is ald that there was o famons hawthorn
in the church-yard of Glastonbury Abbey, which
always budded ou the 24th and bLlossomed on
the 25th of December. After the change of
style it was observed that it blossomed on Janu-
ary 5, which would have been Christmas day
O. 8. It is sald that slips from this thorn are
preserved which blossom on Jacuary 5th to the
preseut thme.  Near Raleigh there §s a valley
said to have been caused centuries ago by an
eurtbquake, which swallowed up s whole vil-
lage and chureh. It was formerly a costom for

| people to assemble hiere on Christmas morning

to listen Lo the ringlng of the bells of the church
beneath them. The Christmas celebrations in
Epgland bave lost their primitive boisterous
character; the gambols and carols are nearly
gone by, and family reunions and evergreen
trimmings are all that remaln of the various
rough merriments which used to mark the fes-
tival, The Jast weworable appolntment of a
lord oLmisrule was in 1627, when he had come
to be denowmlnated “a graud captaine of mis-
chiefe.”

The Institution of the festival itself in honor
of the birth of » Bavicur is attributed by the
decretal letlers Lo PPope Telesphorus, who dled
A, D, 18, Atfirst it was the moest movable of

the Christian festiye cays, often celebrated vy

the Eastern chiurehies in the months of April and
May. lo the fourth century the urgeney of 8t.
Cyril ot Jerusalew obtnlied from Pope Julius I
an order for an investigallon to be made con-
cerning the day of Clrist’s uativity, The result
of inquiry by the (heologians of the East and
the West was aun agreement upon the 25th of
December. The chief grounde for the decision
were the tables of the censors In the
archives of Rowme; and altbhough, in the
opinlon of some of the fathers, there was
pot anutheutle prool the identification
of the duy, yet Lhe decision was uniformly
aceepted, and from that time nativity has
been celebrated thronghout the Chureh on the
game day. Im Fogland the Christmas season
began on Christmas aud contidued for a fort-
night, until Twellth day, which was formerly
celebrated with greatler ceremony than the be-
ginning of the #oason and consequently became
the old Christias Doy (Fpiphany). Now the
first day, or the 251k ol December, is the most
generally observed,

The respectable Samuel Poapys in his diary
makes gevernl notes about Christimas as be did
about evervthing else thar come within his
kpowledge. The lollowing is not the least
amusing entry in that goaint and curious
dinry:—

Chiristmas day (1085 )—To church o the maorning,
and then saw & wedding 'u the cuurch, which 1 have
nol scen many 8 day; sud the youag people 8o
merry one with anotlier, and strange to Bee what
delight we mar led people have to ses Lhese poor

fools decoyed in our condition, every man and
wolan garing and smiling at them.

A longer note la made for Christmas, 1692,

date of 1668 we have the following melancholy
entry :—""To dinner alone with my wife, who,
poor wretch, sat undressed all day ull 10 at
night, altering and lacing of a noble petticoat;

‘Life of Juliug Ciwesar’ and ‘Des Cartes’ Book of
Musie.""

1t ig eincerely hoped that none of our readers
